The  birth  rate  continues  to  be  well  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
though  once  again  it  is  slightly  below  last  years  figure.  The  death  rate 
shows  a  marked  drop  after  being  high  for  the  last  two  years  and  it  is  this 
year,  well  below  the  national  figure. 

There  were  two  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  one  more  than  last 
year,  with  a  relatively  small  number  of  births.  This  causes  a  great  increase 
in  the  infant  mortality  rate.  There  was  one  stillbirth. 


These  figures  show  a  satisfactory  state  of  health  for  the  district.

The  death  return  shows  the  longevity  of  the  population  with  over  half 
the  deaths  occurring  in  the  75  and  over  age  groups. 

The  predominant  causes  of  death  were  those  affecting  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  which  accounted  for  half  the  deaths  in  the  district. 

It  is  sad  to  report  that  this  year  we  had  a  maternal  death  in  the  district. 
Fortunately  this  is  now  a  very  rare  event  which  is  a  measure  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  that  has  taken  place  in  ante  natal  care. 
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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications  this 
year  (46)  due  entirely  to  the  biennial  peak  incidence  of  measles.

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  for  yet  another  year  there  have 
been  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria.  There  is  great  danger  that  the 
lack  of  cases  can  cause  complacency  in  the  public  mind  with  a  consequent 
fall  in  the  acceptance  rate  for  immunilogical  procedure.  It  is  essential  that 
this  is  not  allowed  to  occur. 

In  the  last  ten  years  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  have  been  notified.  It 
is  difficult  to  believe  that  there  have  been  no  cases,  one  can  only  assume  that 
the  cases  have  been  so  mild  that  they  have  not  needed  to  visit  their  family 
doctor.

Tuberculosis 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  offered  to  all  children  in  the 
year  of  their  13th  birthday.  With  the  consent  of  the  parents  a  test  is  per¬ 
formed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered  the  germ  of  Tuberculosis 
(Heaf  Test).  If  it  has  done  so  no  further  action  is  taken  as  it  is  assumed 
that  the  child  is  acquiring  a  natural  immunity.  If,  however,  the  test 
indicates  the  child  has  not  encountered  the  tubercle  bacillus  then 
vaccination  is  carried  out.  The  age  of  13  has  been  chosen  because  at  this 
age  the  natural  resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to 
confer  protection  during  the  years  of  increased  risk. 

The  following  results  were  obtained  at  the  three  secondary  schools 
that  Market  Rasen  children  attend  : —

HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
Home  Health  Services 

These  are  provided  by  Lindsey  County  Council.  They  include  the 
health  visitor,  district  nurse,  midwife,  home  help  and  various  welfare 
services.  The  health  visitor  is  resident  at  the  Market  Rasen  Clinic. 

Mental  Health  Services 

Treatment  is  arranged  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board,  while 
supervision  and  after  care  are  given  by  trained  staff  employed  by  Lindsey 
County  Council.  The  latter  also  arranges  for  the  care  of  mentally  subnormal 
persons. 

Tuberculosis  Treatment  Centres 

Treatment  and  after  care  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  arranged  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  the  nearest  centres  being  at  Brigg,  Lincoln  and 
Grimsby. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  St.  Annes  Road,  Lincoln,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Croll,  provides  all  the  necessary  services.  Dr.  Croll  is 
always  willing  to  advise  on  any  problem  that  arises  and  is  a  very  valuable 
source  of  information. 
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School  Health  Services 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  but  the 
day  to  day  work  is  delegated  to  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity 
as  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer.  All  children  are  examined  routinely 
during  their  first  year  at  school,  their  first  year  in  the  secondary  school  and 
at  school  leaving  age.  Children  in  whom  any  defect  is  found  are  supervised 
as  necessary.  Immunisation  and  vaccination  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus, 
Poliomyelitis  and  Tuberculosis  (B.C.G.)  are  carried  out  at  the  appropriate 
time. 

A  School  Clinic  is  held  each  week  at  which  any  school  child  can  attend 
for  advice,  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  immunisation,  etc.

The  premises  also  accommodate  the  physiotherapy,  psychiatric  and 
speech  therapy  clinics. 

The  Grange 

This  home  for  deprived  children  is  a  County  Service  which  comes 
under  the  supervision  of  your  Medical  Officer  in  his  capacity  as  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officer. 


The  Poplars 

This  is  a  County  Home  for  old  people,  and  houses  some  30  persons  of 
either  sex. 

Ambulance  Service 

An  ambulance  may  be  obtained  through  one’s  own  doctor,  or  in 
emergency  by  contacting  the  telephone  exchange. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH

is  year  the  position  should  have  improved  considerably.

These  acts  provide  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in 
need  of  care  and  attention. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these  Acts  during  the  year.

I  wish  to  submit  my  report  for  1965  dealing  with  the  public  health  side 
of  the  department. 

Steady  progress  was  made,  particularly  in  the  field  of  housing  and,  by 
the  end  of  the  year3  Phase  1  of  the  Gordon  Field  development  was  nearing 
completion  and  plans  in  course  of  preparation  for  Phase  2. 

The  tradesmen  and  others  with  whom  we  have  to  work  were  again  most 
co-operative  which  considerably  eased  the  work  of  the  department.

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Housing 

During  the  year  three  houses  were  closed  under  the  Housing  Acts  and 
two  voluntarily. 

Several  others  are  to  be  dealt  with  as  soon  as  the  opportunity  presents 
itself.  With  regard  to  the  Gordon  Field  development,  Phase  1  comprising 
32  dwellings  and  Common  Room  is  nearing  completion,  and  plans  for  Phase 
2  for  a  further  33  dwellings  are  in  course  of  preparation.  The  making  of 
100%  advances  by  the  Council  to  purchasers  of  houses  was  very  well 
supported  until  the  national  financial  position  called  for  a  steadying.  It  is 
hoped  it  will  not  be  too  long  before  this  very  much  appreciated  service  can 
be  once  again  be  put  into  operation. 

Food  preparing  and  making  up  places 

No  serious  infringements  were  discovered  during  the  year,  and,  generally, 
every  endeavour  was  made  by  the  occupiers  to  keep  the  various  premises  in 
a  good  state. 

Meat  Inspection 

During  1965  there  was  a  slight  fall  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered, 
this  being  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  butchers  from  outside  the 
area,  who  normally  had  his  animals  slaughtered  here,  decided  to  have  the 
job  carried  out  elsewhere. 

It  will  be  seen  in  another  part  of  this  report  that  only  a  small  amount  of 
meat  was  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  food.  This  is  evidence  of  the 
excellent  quality  of  the  animals  slaughtered. 

On  one  occasion  there  was  something  of  a  scare  when  it  was  discovered 
that  a  pig  which  was  being  inspected  appeared  to  have  all  the  symptons  of 
anthrax.  A  local  veterinary  surgeon,  Mr.  Plenderleith,  was  called  in  for 
advice  as  also  was  Mr.  Croft  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food.  They  both  agreed  that  the  symptons  so  closely  resembled  anthrax 
that  specimens  were  sent  for  laboratory  tests,  and  in  the  meantime  all  the 
necessary  safeguards  were  put  into  operation. 

Fortunately,  the  laboratory  reports,  when  received,  showed  it  not  to  be 
a  case  of  anthrax. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  two  Veterinary  Surgeons  for  their  help  and 
guidance  and  particularly  Mr.  Plenderleith  who  spent  a  considerable  amount 
of  his  time  in  helping  me. 


Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal 

No  serious  difficulties  arose  during  the  year  and  the  foul  drainage  system 
worked  satisfactorily. 

Whilst  the  Works  were  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  it  was 
necessary  to  renew  certain  parts  of  the  pumping  apparatus. 

Samples  of  effluent  were  taken  by  the  River  Board  for  analysis  and  on 
each  occasion  proved  satisfactory. 

The  regular  sanding  of  manholes  was  again  carried  out  and  this  helped 
in  maintaining  a  satisfactory  flow. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

No  complaints  of  a  serious  nature  were  received  with  regard  to  this 
service. 

As  forecast,  in  last  year’s  report,  a  weekly  collection  is  now  in  operation 
and  this  is  very  much  appreciated  by  the  ratepayers. 

Disposal  is  still  being  carried  on  at  the  rear  of  the  Sewage  Works  and  all 
possible  steps  are  taken  to  avoid  nuisance  including  the  control  of  vermin. 

The  scheme  for  the  weekly  collection  and  disposal  of  trade  refuse  con¬ 
tinues  and  the  local  tradesmen  are  taking  full  advantage  of  this. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

Considering  the  majority  of  the  offices  and  shops  in  the  area  are  situated 
in  the  older  type  premises  the  standard  generally  of  those  inspected  must  be 
considered  reasonably  satisfactory. 

A  good  deal  of  work  has  yet  to  be  done,  nevertheless  it  is  felt  co¬ 
operation  will  not  be  lacking. 

In  one  or  two  cases  deficiencies  in  sanitary  facilities  were  discovered 
and  these  will  be  dealt  with. 

However,  one  item  to  which  close  attention  will  have  to  be  paid  is 
artificial  lighting.  Because  of  the  age  of  many  of  the  premises,  artificial 
lighting  has  to  be  relied  on  a  great  deal  and  it  is  noticed  in  a  few  instances 
that  store  rooms,  toilets  and  similar  places  are  not  as  well  illuminated  as  they 
might  be. 

Water  Supply 

During  the  year  the  supply  to  the  district  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity.
